However, as [ 
oblerved that Vice fo predominant in the prefent Age, 
{ could nor, for this Time, withdraw my Confide- 
ration ftom the living Scene. There I difcover’d a 
Cabal of Men attacking One Great Afan with an un- 
common Fury: Every Aétion of his was mifrepre- 
fnted; nay, Every Intention mifconftrued. The 
Publick Papers were full of Alarms, Invafions, Ships, 
Towns, and Provinces, taken. Blocks, Gallows, 
and Gibbets, were ready to punifh his Mifconduct. 
For my Part, I have the Happinefi'to judge coolly of 
Things. As I am addi€ted to no Party, I am fice 
ftom Prejudice. So when I obferve a Caufe over- 
dont, Lam apt to fufpect the Equity of it. When 
Supetiors are fatisfied with the Proceedings of a 
Maifer, and Inferiors appear to be offended at his 
Conduct, ‘tis reafonable to furmife, that the Man's 
Power is more diftatteful than his AGtions. Here | 
began to reflect, How willing is Envy ? but, by good 
Luck, at the fame Time, how unable? Providence 
is jut ; by the wife Difpofal of which Curft Cows, as 
they fay, have Short Horns. I was forry to fee thefe 
Animohities among the Children of the fame Mother, 
the Subjects of the fame Country. The Scene was 
thocking ; and yet it afforded me fome Comfort. Envy 
follows Merit, as a Shade attends a Body: And the 
larger the Body the greater the Shade. Here | 
made an agreeable Pauie: For, if the Envy be great, 
I thought the Merit muft alfo be great in Proportion, 
according to the Doétrine of Contraries, Contrariorum 
tadem ef ratio. Therefore my Hopes were jutt, that 
the Merit would be able to defy the Attacks of the 
Envy, and render its Defigns abortive. And, indeed, 
how weak are the Inventions of Envy ? Some Great 
Men have defervedly fallen a Viétim to their Injur'd 
Country ; therefobe this Great Man mult al become 
aSactitice to his Enemies ; becaule they alone will 
have it, that he has injur'd his Country. Some weak 
and indolent Princes have given up their Minitters 
tothe Refentment of their Rivals; therefore a pru- 
cent and vigilant Prince will do the fame. Subiil 
Logick ! Comparifons muft be very exact, to bear 
ther dueWeight. Princes have too many Examples of 
their unfortunate Predeceflors, to abandon their 
Friends, and thereby lay themfelves open to Difa'- 
feted Subjeéts. Thofe that hate a Miniffer for his 
duct, cannot love the Prince, the Mini(ter’s 
Mafter, by whofe Pleafure the Minifter’s Conduct is 
directed. I can draw as good a Confequence as thefe 
harp Logicians. Perfons difaffeéted to a juft Go- 
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vernment, fooner or later, meet with an Unhappy - 


Fae: Therefore, &c. 1 can quote as many Pre- 
Cedents as ‘Squire Caleb can; and am, perhaps, as 
9d a Prophet ashe is. The Injunétion of Simo, in 
Terence, to his Jutriguing Slave, D v's, may be very 
feafonable in thefe Times ; Cave Notwithftanding 
which Caution the Cunning one dabbled on, till he 
fell into Lobb’s-Pound.
